A CHILD'S ESSAY ON THE SABBATH 
SHOWS WHAT THE DAY CAN MEAN 


By CARL ALPERT 

HOUGH the Jewish school and the Jewish home have been 
a comparatively successful with children in their efforts to dra- 
matize and promote interest in some of the Jewish holidays, notably 
Hanuka, it is strange that so little has been done 
with the Sabbath. 

In the Jewish table of values Sabbath stands 
practically at the head of the list, surpassed in 
its religious significance perhaps only by Yom 
Kippur. Yet the day of rest has remained largely 
neglected by American Jews. 

Within the past year the United Synagogue 
of America, together with its affiliated and com- 
ponent bodies, has been carrying on a herculean 
effort to promote Sabbath observance among the 
adherents of Conservative Judaism. No doubt 
the participating rabbis may report a gratifying increase in atten- 
dance at late Friday evning services. 

HE average Jew will continue to alibi, however, that Sabbath 
T observance is impossible in the American Christian environ- 
ment, particularly since eccnomic need dictates labor on that day. 

And as for the children, it is the only day on which they can 
go to the movies, or engage in other activities of similar nature. 
Occasional efforts to induce the youngsters to give up their Satur- 
day holidays and pleasures have usually met with failure, my 
friends report. Indeed, they tell me, the result more often has been 
the development of hostility toward the custom or institution which 
would deny them full freedom of action and childhood joy. 

Alas, these very excuses indicate how far the parents and the 
pedagogues are from understanding either the nature of the child 
or the significance of the Sabbath. This is not a day on which one 
must “give up” something, or endure restrictions on one’s activity. 
To the contrary, the Sabbath should be a day on which one derives 
penefits not enjoyed on the other six days of the week. It is a day 
which should be made distinctive in its advantages and its super- 
jority. 

Our young daughter Miryam recently was encouraged by her 
teacher to write a composition on “What the Sabbath Means to 
Me,” for entry in the contest conducted by Barton’s Candy Stores. 
She did not win, but we learned something from her essay which 
is published here with full parental pride.

WHAT THE SABBATH MEANS TO ME 
By Miryam Alpert 

“The Sabbath means many things to me. One of the things is 
that we do not work. Even if the teacher does give us homework 
we are not allowed to write so we do our homework on Sunday. 
Another thing is that my father does not go to work, and it’s like 
a family gathering. 

“The food always tastes better than usual because the Sabbath 
queen puts a certain spice in that adds taste. On Sabbath morn- 
ing we can get up as late as we want because the only thing we 
have to do is go to synagogue. In the synagogue we have a nice 
feeling inside us when we pray to God. In our family we have 
something on Sabbath morning that we don’t have any ordinary 
day. We have sugar coated cereal. We can’t have it other mornings 
because it doesn’t have a lot of vitamins. 

“We also read stories to each other. Even my brother Joel who 
is just beginning to learn how to read, reads us stories from his 
school book. My sister Ruth is too young to know how to read. 
She is four months old but she lies in her playpen and it seems 
as though she was listening. 

“That’s what the Sabbath means to me.” 

HAT is certainly not a literary masterpiece you will agree, not 

even for a 9-year-old. 

Note, however, that to her the Sabbath is characterized not so 
much by prohibitions or restrictions as by the special privileges. 
On this day she can eat the sugar coated cereal which the young- 
sters love, but which has little nutritive value. On this day the 
members of the family have time for each other. These are im- 
portant things in the life of a child. 

The Sabbath, properly observed and honored, can play an im- 
portant role in the life of the American Jew. It can be a unifying 
element, contributing to the cohesion of Jewish community life. It 
can be a valuable brake on the dizzy pace of our speeded-up lives. 
It can be a major factor in the maintenance of mental health. It 
can become an occasion for literary, cultural, spiritual pursuit. 

But if it is to mean these things we should learn to look upon 
it, and to teach it to our children, as a day of opportunity and 
special siabnhbettscsttel rather than as a restriction on our freedom.

Whom Are We Confining Te The Ghetto? 


HE GIFT by Leon Jolson of New York of 
$10,000 to Columbia University for the 
establishment of a fellowship was a dramatic 
act. It was so because Jolson came to the U.S. 
in 1938, a victim of Hitlerism, and because the 
event marked Jolson’s attainment of U. S. citi- 
venship. 

But the occasion should serve to center 
attention to the gift to U. S. Jewry by Hitler of 
several hundred thousand Jews, These new 
"i, S. Jews brought culture and refinement and 
allegiance to Judaism to a community which 
was upset and demoralized, whose standards 
were those of the nouveaux riches and whose 
singie aim seemed to be to dump every vestige 
ot Jewishness in the shortest time possible.

ON DR. SAMUEL MARGOSHE’S QUEER 
NOTIONS OF INTELLECTUAL FREEDOM 


By M. Z. FRANK 
N A recent column, which the Tel Aviv “Hddor” (Mapai) had the 
poor judgment to reprint, Dr. Samuel Margoshes gave an illus- 
tration of his notions of intellectual freedom and intellectual integ- 
rity, and demonstrated his peculiar sense of 
finesse in dealing with a delicate political ques- 
tion. 

It seems that a professor at McGill Univer- 
sity, Montreal, occupying a chair endowed by Mr. 
Samuel Bronfman, delivered a talk before a 
group of Jewish students, in which he expressed 
doubts on the political future of Israel. It is a 
country, he said, which could only maintain its 
independence during the brief periods of political 
vacuum in the larger countries surrounding it. 

There is nothing new in these arguments. 
Many good Jews voiced them during the years when Zionism was 
a matter of debate. Some Zionists became territorialists, that is, 
they advocated the selection of another homeland because of these 
considerations. 

There is no mathematical answer to such an argument. Our 
answer, aS Zionists, used to be: We know it, but we are determined 
to take another chance in history. 

Since the Hitler years, we have an additional answer: We'd 
rather take this chance than face the fate of European Jewry, 
many of whom thought they were safer in Europe than in far-away 
Asia.

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Falasha Rabbi Seeks Membershipin New York Board of Rabbis

NEW YORK (NJP)—-At the urging of a Reform 
rabbinical student, a Falasha Jewish spiritual leader 
has applied for membership in the New York Board 
of Rabbis, but it.appeared unlikely this week that he 
would become the board's first non-white member. 

Rabbi Wentworth A. Matthew, spiritual leader of 
Beth Hatphela of Commandment Keepers Congrega- 
tion of Harlem, made formal application on April 
23 to the powerful rabbinical body, which represents 
more than 500 Orthodox, Conservative and Reform 
rabbis in New York state. 

He made the application at the suggestion of 
Irving Block, a 29-year-old student at the Jewish In- 
stitute of Religion, the New York half of the Hebrew 
Union College-Jewish Institute of Religion, the Amer- 
ican Reform seminary. 

Block, who became acquainted by chance with the 
existence of the Ethiopian Hebrew congregation a 
year ago, has been active in a kind of one-man bid 
to interest New York City’s white Jewry in the 
Falasha Jews. As a step in that effort, he persuaded 
Rabbi Matthew to seek membership in the NYBR. 

Rabbi Harold H. Gordon, general secretary of the 
NYBR, told The Post that Rabbi Matthew’s applica- 
tion would be processed according to established 
NYBR procedure and stressed that the applicant’s 
non-white status would have no bearing on considera- 
tion of the application. 

Rabbi Gordon explained that an application goes 
first to the NYBR membership committee, then is 
considered by the executive committee and finally 
is voted on by the entire membership at a regular 
monthly meeting. He said that when there is no 
hitch, the procedure normally takes about 30 days. 

He explained that the virtually automatic process 
depends on whether the applicant is a graduate of a 
recognized seminary and whether his character as a 
rabbi and as a person is satisfactory. 

However, when an applicant comes with private 
smicha, or is ordained by an institution either un- 
known or not recognized by the NYBR, “there is an 
issue as to the applicant’s qualifications to be a rabbi 
and we must look into the question of Smicha,” 
Rabbi Gordon said. 

He added that the NYBR declines to do any in 
vestigating and leaves the burden of proof up to the 
applicant. The Board will accept an applicant, char- 
acter qualifications being satisfactory, if his ordina- 
tion is acceptable to the appropriate rabbinical body, 
the (Orthodox) Rabbinical Council of America, the 
(Conseryative) Rabbinical Assembly of America, or 
the (Reform) Central Conference of American 
Rabbis.

In the case of Rabbi Matthew, who reported he 
was ordained by Ethiopian rabbis, the NYBR position 
is that such ordination “is unknown to us and we 
will therefore proceed with Rabbi Matthew precisely 
as with any applicant with Smicha from an institu- 
tion either unknown or unrecognized by us,” Rabbi 
Gordon said. 

He said that the NYBR membership committee, 
through him, will ask Rabbi Matthew if he would be 
willing to present his credentials to the appropriate 
rabbinical body, with the NYBR thereafter taking 
action in accordance with the decision of that rab- 
binical body. Rabbi Gordon emphasized that this 
“is not tantamount to saying that the applicant must 
be a member of that body, only that his rabbinical 
credentials be acceptable to that body.” 

Rabbi Gordon added that the NYBR membership 
committee had met a few days ago and that he ex- 
pected to transmit the committee’s request to Rabbi 
Matthew “within a few days.” 

Rabbi Matthew was preparing his Sabbath serv- 
ices when The Post called him about his application. 
He said that there were about 300,000 Falasha Jews 
in the United States, about 1100 in Manhattan and 
that about 300 family heads were members of his 
congregation, which is housed in an old structure 
above a drugstore. 

He indicated considerable doubt that anything 
useful would come of his NYBR membership appli- 
cation, commenting that “white Jewish organizations 
seem to think it is a crime to accept Ethiopian Jews 
as members of the great Jewish family, Klal Yis- 
roel.” 

He responded with considerable bitterness to a 
brief report on NYBR membership processing pro- 
cedures, asserting that “I will not make any applica- 
tion” to a rabbinical organization for certification of 
his ordination. 

“We are not a new organization,” he declared. 
“We feel a little more pride. Perhaps if I got down 
on my knees and begged for this, I might get it.” 

He added that “we must be accepted by the white 
Jewish community as a part of the Children of Is- 
rael on an equal basis.” 

It was clear from Rabbi Matthew’s reaction that 
he was very skeptical about assurances that his ap- 
plication would be treated exactly like any other 
applicant’s without regard to a color question. 

He said he received his ordination from the Circle 
of Ethiopian Rabbis in Addis Ababa and added that 
he conducts a rabbinical class to provide spiritual 
leaders for American Falasha Jews, : 

He said the Ethiopian Hebrew service is Ortho- 
dox and that Falasha Jews observe the command- 
ments much more strictly than the average Ameri- 


can Orthodox Jew. 

“Yet, even though we are completely Orthodox, 
we have met as much resistance, in respect to recog- 
nition and friendship, from Orthodox white Jews as 
from the Liberal ones,” he added. 

He said the congregation’s present most pressing 
problem was to raise enough funds either to build 
or acquire another building for a synagogue. 

Explaining that the congregation has been in its 
present home for 16 years, he added that “this build- 
ing could be condemned at any time by the city. If 
we do not get a new home soon, this congregation 
might fade out.” 

One contribution to the building fund has come 
from the Cardozo Society, one of the youth groups 
of the Stephen Wise Free Synagogue, of which Block 
is a vice-president. 

When Block first learned of the Falasha congre- 
gation, he attended a Saturday morning service. Con- 
siderably impressed, he subsequently brought a 
group of relatives, friends and fellow JIR students 
to the synagogue for participation in services. 

His interest growing steadily, Blogg decided it 
would be a wonderful idea if a white synagogue in- 
vited Rabbi Matthew as a guest preacher, as one, 
element in an effort to cut down social barriers 

. between the Falasha congregation and the white 
Jewish community. 

At the invitation of the Cardozo Society, Rabbi 
Matthew, his congragtion choir and about 30 mem- 
bers of the congregation visited the society for a 
meeting which Block described as very successful. 

About three weeks ago, the Ladies Auxiliary of 
the Stephen Wise Synagogue visited Beth Hatphela 
and returned “deeply moved and interested,” Block 
told The Post. 

He said that all the white congregations he has 
approached have shown “considerable interest” and 
that he has so far encountered no oppositidn. Two 
weeks ago, Rabbi Matthew spoke at a young people’s 
meeting at Congregation Rodeph Shalom, one of the 
major Reform synagogues in Manhattan, whose 
spiritual leader is Rabbi Louis I. Newman. Block 
said he was confident that eventually Rabbi Matthew 
would appear as guest preacher in white synagogues, 

Block said he had heard comments questioning 
whether the Falashas were “really Jews,” to which 
he replies with considerable vigor that “if the test 
is observance of the mitzvot (commandments) then 
these people are certainly ‘good’ Jews.” 

The young rabbinical student is profoundly moved 
by the moral issues involved, declaring “this is some 
thing we must do. The way we treat these co-reli- 
gionists will be the real test of our devotion to the 
teachings of Judaism.”
